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Governor’s office warns 
of naturalization scam 


Successful Meeting with 
Kingdom Ministers 



By the end of this year it is 
expected that a firm decree 
will be enacted between 
Aruba and the Netherlands 
with respect to the free move¬ 
ment of people between the 
two countries. This was the 
message presented by Dutch 
minister of Immigration, 
Minister Gerd Leers. Minis¬ 
ter Piet Donner, Minister of 
Internal and Kingdom Af¬ 
fairs, together with his dele¬ 
gation met with Aruban 
dignitaries to discuss and 
come up with a preliminary 
agreement. The rather short 
encounter included Ministers 
Benny Sievinger and Otmar 
Oduber. 

Two matters which domi¬ 
nated the meeting with the 
Dutch dignitaries are the new 
Vision of our Relationship 
with the Dutch Kingdom and 
the Free Trafficking of per¬ 
sons within the Kingdom. 
The government and people 
of Aruba are pleased with the 
approach taken by the two 
Dutch ministers to propagate 
the vision of the Kingdom 
and to give attention to the 
free traffic of persons, which 
was a “hot item.” Aruba 
Prime Minister, Mike Eman 
applauded the open dialogue 
and forthright openness to 
discuss these issues and to 
work towards an even bal¬ 
ance in these matters by the 


Dutch dignitaries. 

Aruba is intent on explor¬ 
ing the many possibilities for 
working towards common 
goals and a constructive rela¬ 
tionship with the Dutch 
Kingdom. Eman had high 
praise for the chosen path of 
the Dutch ministers and envi¬ 
sions positive results. 

On the other hand, Minis¬ 
ter Donnor also had praise for 
the progress made by Aruba 
to improve on their relation¬ 
ship and for the fruitful ef¬ 
forts accomplished thus far. 
Now it is time to explore how 
each member of the Kingdom 
can serve the other more ef¬ 
fectively within Europe to 
South America. There is al¬ 
ready some mention of a few 
projects towards this end. 

The Aruban Prime Minis¬ 
ter remarked that there will 
be a follow up to the theme of 
Kingdom Relations in the up¬ 
coming Dutch Kingdom con¬ 
ference planned for later this 
year. 

Minister Leers indicated 
that, as far as he is concerned, 
they have come up with cer¬ 
tain firm commitments in 
what he termed, open and un¬ 
derstanding discussions to ar¬ 
rive at a new approach to the 
law pertaining to Person 
Transit. He claims that the 
Netherlands is not interested 
in imposing laws with respect 


to this matter, but would 
rather arrive at a decree based 
on the interests and circum¬ 
stances of all the partners in¬ 
volved. Leers believes that 
what we need is a simple 
structure which will take into 
account such matters as geo¬ 
graphical circumstances, the 
local market, as well as Public 
Ordinances and criminality. 

According to Leers, the 
same conditions which will 
apply for Aruba should also 
apply for Dutch Kingdom ci¬ 
tizens, and that Dutch King¬ 
dom citizens should also 
adhere to the laws of the 
community. 

There was also ample dis¬ 
cussion on the management 
of our Immigration depart¬ 
ment and how to ensure that 
there is understanding be¬ 
tween the two countries. It is 
their intention to soon sign a 
Memorandum of Under¬ 
standing concerning this ele¬ 
ment. This process will allow 
Aruba to benefit from law ex¬ 
perts who will lend their ex¬ 
pertise in the designing of the 
laws governing the immigra¬ 
tion process as well as per¬ 
taining to laws regarding 
asylum seekers. There are 
very few requests from asy¬ 
lum seekers in Aruba, while 
in the Netherlands they have 
some 15 thousand petitions 
for asylum per year. 


ORANJESTAD From now 
on, all requests seeking natu¬ 
ralization and a Dutch pass¬ 
port or visa should be filed IN 
PERSON by the petitioning 
individual at the Office of the 
Governor in Oranjestad. This 
condition has recently been 
introduced by his office after 
having heard from various 
sources that people have be¬ 
come victims of scams by un¬ 
scrupulous individuals. A 
press release of the Governor 
of Aruba advises all to be 
mindful of this new policy. 
’’Anyone who claims that he 
can act on behalf of appli¬ 
cants is acting with other mo¬ 
tives,” warns the Director of 
the Cabinet, Peter Benson. 

The victims reported that 
there are people who claim 
they can submit an applica¬ 
tion for naturalization provi¬ 
sions on their behalf; the 
necessary documents and 
money were handed over 


then a fraudulent payment re¬ 
ceipt is received, which ap¬ 
pears to come from the Office 
of the Governor. The peti¬ 
tioner then never hears any¬ 
thing from the ’’mediator,” or 
is advised of acceptance or 
denial of their request. 

Furthermore, Mr. Benson 
warns that before filing an 
application, individuals 
should be thoroughly ac¬ 
quainted with all the condi¬ 
tions, and all required do¬ 
cuments must be in order be¬ 
fore making an appointment 
with the Office of the Gover¬ 
nor.

Japan plugs leak 
from nuclear plant 


TOKYO, (AFP) - Workers at 
Japan's crippled atomic power 
plant yesterday plugged a hole 
spewing highly radioactive 
water into the ocean, boosting 
efforts to contain the world's 
worst nuclear disaster since 
Chernobyl. 

But in an illustration of how 
fragile progress is at the 
Fukushima plant, operator 
Tokyo Electric Power said it 
was concerned a build-up of 
hydrogen gas at a different re¬ 
actor could cause another ex¬ 
plosion at the site. 

The water leak was thought 
to be a source of spiking radi¬ 
ation levels in the sea, which 
prompted Japan to announce 
its first seafood radiation 
safety standards following the 
discovery of fish with high lev¬ 
els of contamination. 

TEPCO workers had in¬ 
jected sodium silicate, a chem¬ 
ical agent known as "water 
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glass", to solidify soil near a 
cracked pit where water was 
escaping into the Pacific. 

The pit, which has a 20- 
centimetre (8-inch) crack in its 
wall, is linked to the plant's re¬ 
actor No. 2, one of several that 
had their cooling systems dis¬ 
abled by a catastrophic earth¬ 
quake-tsunami disaster on 
March 11. 

Several unsuccessful at¬ 
tempts had been made to try to 
stop the leak, including an ef¬ 
fort to seal the crack with ce¬ 
ment. 

Despite the rare sign of 
progress at the plant, shares in 
TEPCO continued to tumble 
on Wednesday, closing down 
6.9 percent at 337 yen, a new 
record low, amid expectations 
of huge compensation claims. 

TEPCO, whose shares have 
lost around 85 percent of their 
pre-quake value, has said it 
may need state help to meet 
claims some analysts say could 
reach 10 trillion yen ($118 bil¬ 
lion). 

The government is consid¬ 
ering using around one trillion 
yen in reserves set aside by 
TEPCO for reprocessing and 
disposing of spent nuclear fuel 
to finance part of the compen¬ 
sation, Kyodo news agency re¬ 
ported. 

On Wednesday, the govern¬ 
ment promised compensation 
for the fishing industry, a day 
after increasing unease about 
the contamination led it to im¬ 
pose a legal limit for radioac¬ 
tive iodine in seafood for the 
first time. 

Levels of radioactive io- 
dine-131 and caesium in sea¬ 
water immediately outside the 
plant have spiked, raising fears 
over marine life in a country 
whose diet depends heavily on 
seafood. 

TEPCO officials are also 
concerned that a hydrogen 
build-up in the housing around 
reactor No. 1 could react vio¬ 
lently with oxygen, creating an 
explosion. 


ABIDJAN, Ivory Coast 
(AFP) - Japan's ambassador to 
Ivory Coast told AFP yester¬ 
day he and a dozen people 
were holed up in a room after 
his home had been attacked 
by "mercenaries", who fired 
rockets and canons from the 
building. 

"Without doubt, they were 
mercenaries. They entered my 
residence in the morning 
shooting RPG (rockets). My¬ 
self and about a dozen people 
are locked in the room which 


has a bulletproof door," said 
Okamura Yoshifumi. 

Yoshifuma's home is in 
Abidjan's northern suburb of 
Cocody, where Laurent 
Gbagbo's home is under siege 
by forces loyal to internation¬ 
ally recognised president 
Alassane Ouattara, trying to 
force him to give up power. 

"Between 9am and 2pm 
they fired machine-guns, 
canons, RPG from my home. 
I don't know in which direc¬ 
tion they were shooting be¬ 


cause we are locked in. It is 
terrible," said the diplomat. 

"There are four people, se¬ 
curity agents and the gardener, 
who have disappeared. There 
is a lot of blood in the house, 
bullets everywhere. I don't 
know if the four are alive. 

"They looted, stole every¬ 
thing of value in the house. 
They left at around 2pm but 
they are in front of the house. 
I am afraid they will come 
back," he said. 


Scores missing after Libya 
refugee boat capsizes 


ROME,Italy (AFP) - Scores of 
people were missing at sea on 
yesterday after a tiny boat car¬ 
rying more than 200 African 
migrants fleeing Libya cap¬ 
sized in the night in three- 
metre-high waves, officials 
said. 

Coast guard spokesman 
Vittorio Alessandro told AFP 
from the southern Italian island 
of Lampedusa that 50 sur¬ 
vivors had been rescued and a 
helicopter crew aiding the 
high-seas rescue operation had 
spotted some 20 bodies near 
the boat. 

"We are still hoping. Our 
boats and helicopters have 
thrown all sorts of lifejackets 
and lifeboats to allow people to 
hold on," Alessandro said. 

Around 130 people who 
were on the 13-metre (42-foot) 
boat are believed to be miss¬ 
ing, while a fishing boat in the 
area rescued three more sur¬ 
vivors. 

The island state of Malta 
said it was helping to co-ordi¬ 
nate rescue efforts. 

Helicopter pilots quoted by 
Italian news agency ANSA 
said they had seen "dozens" of 
corpses in the area including 
those of small children. 

"We hoped one of them 


would raise their arm. But no- 
one did," one said. 

Italian Prime Minister Sil¬ 
vio Berlusconi told reporters 
he would be visiting the island 
on Saturday and sent his con¬ 
dolences to victims' relatives. 

"The government and I are 
personally following the 
tragedy with sorrow and emo¬ 
tion," he said. "We are talking 
about desperate people, who 


had faced the dangers of the 
crossing in order to reach our 
coasts and better their lives." 

Shaken-looking survivors 
wrapped in thermal blankets 
were helped off a coast guard 
boat on Lampedusa, television 
images showed. Some, includ¬ 
ing a heavily pregnant woman, 
were immediately taken to 
hospital in ambulances.

ingly dependent on food im¬ 
ports and the majority of the 
food production is through

best, as access to almost all 
products is dependent upon 
other nations. Nos Aruba 2025 
acknowledges the volatility of 
the current global food system 
and the potential detriment to 
the Aruban population given 
the present dependence on 
food imports.” 

Resilient Futures Interna¬ 
tional, which is conducting 
most of the presentations, be¬ 
lieves that a major step in ad¬ 
dressing some of Aruba’s most 
pressing issues is developing a 
“sustainability toolbox” which 
enables Aruba to take charge 
of its own health and well¬ 
being and ensure that the di¬ 
etary needs of Aruba’s people 
are met while the island’s nat¬ 
ural resources are well-pre¬ 
served for future generations.

Tourism Excellence in the 21st Century: 

University of Aruba students reveal 
their findings of a Cruise Tourism 
study 



Saturday, April 16 the Univer¬ 
sity of Aruba will host their 
2nd annual Conference on 
Cruise Tourism conducted by 
the Faculty of Tourism and In¬ 
ternational Business. Monday 
afternoon, a group of students 
comprised of Tracy Nicolaas, 
Harshita Ludhani, Carlo 
Meneses and Francois Croes 
presented some preliminary 
findings of a survey they con¬ 
ducted for two months among 
975 cruise ship passengers to 
Aruba, in a preview of the in¬ 
formation to be shared and dis¬ 
cussed at the upcoming event. 

Greater than half of Aruba’s 
visitors annually are off cruise 
ships; records show an in¬ 
crease from receiving 100,000 
passengers annually in 1980 to 
well over 600,000 in 2010. The 
Aruba Tourism Authority re¬ 
ports they expected to break 
their all-time monthly record 
with 100,000 passengers arriv¬ 
ing in March, and came very 
close in January of 2011 with 
over 99,000. 

Students conducting the 
survey examined the topics of 
visitor satisfaction and loyalty. 
“What did the first time visitor 
expect of Aruba, and were 
those expectations met or ex¬ 
ceeded? How did Aruba com¬ 
pare to other ports of call? 
Would they return to Aruba 
and recommend it to friends?” 
These are examples of the 
questions put to those surveyed 
and the students agree the re¬ 
sults were generally on par 
with other destinations. 

In the past, U of A tourism 
surveys queried resort and 
timeshare guests who spent at 
least 2 or 3 days on the island; 
the university felt that for a 
more integrated perspective, it 
was essential to analyze the 
cruise industry as well. “The 
potential of the cruise industry 


in bringing new business to 
Aruba as overnight visitors and 
consequently, loyal repeat vis¬ 
itors, cannot be over-empha¬ 
sized,” stated Dr. Peterson. 

Survey statistics reveal that 
in specific areas of definition, 
Aruba scores close to the aver¬ 
age for the Caribbean overall; 
slightly higher in Friendliness 


of Residents, Variety of Things 
to See and Do, and Overall 
Shopping Experience, but 
slightly lower in Visit Met Ex¬ 
pectations, and noticeably less 
when asked if they would re¬ 
turn to Aruba. Tracy Nicolaas 
noted this response came more 
from European based visitors 
than those from North Amer¬ 
ica, but this is a common reac¬ 
tion in overnight visitors from 
Europe as well, as they often 
cite Aruba as “too America¬ 
nized.” On a scale of 1 to 10, 
the Caribbean in general only 
received a 4.3 rating from those 
surveyed whether they would 
return, with Aruba given a 4.0. 


A rundown of how much 
each visitor usually spends 
when on the island reveals that 
cruise passengers are responsi¬ 
ble for $150 million dollars in¬ 
come annually for a number of 
businesses including shops, 
tour operators, restaurants and 
car rentals. Active tours such 
as water sports and land tours 
are generally more popular 
than “heritage tours” which 
usually attract an “older” de¬ 
mographic, and provide grea¬ 
ter insight into the history and 
culture of the island. 

All of these aspects are 
combined in the concept of the 
“Branding” of Aruba, which 
will be explored in depth dur¬ 
ing the Competitive Cruising 
Conference. Several pertinent 
topics will be address during 
the all-day event beginning at 
9:00 AM. Tamara Waldron and 
Alfonso Boekhoudt of the 
Aruba Ports Authority have 
cooperated in the organization

Reppler helps Facebook users look good online 


SAN FRANCISCO (AFP) - 
Startup Reppler launched a 
service Tuesday to help peo¬ 
ple shine on Facebook pages 
that have become resources 
checked by employers, col¬ 
lege recruiters and even po¬ 
tential mates. 

Reppler warns Facebook 
users about pictures or writ¬ 
ten posts that might hurt their 
images, highlights public in¬ 
formation best kept private 
and rates how members of 
the leading social network 
look online. 

’’People are concerned 
about overall perception from 
the outside world,” said Vlad 
Gorelik, who worked at cyber 
security firm AVG Technolo¬ 
gies before starting Reppler 
in the Silicon Valley city of 
Palo Alto. 

’’They are worried about 
things like security and pri¬ 
vacy, but also how what they 
share on social networks im¬ 
pacts their jobs and careers.” 

It is increasingly common 
for job recruiters or hiring 
managers to check Facebook 
profiles of candidates and 
search online to influence de¬ 
cisions. 


Free Reppler software an¬ 
alyzes digital content people 
put on their Facebook pages 
along with material about 
them posted by others. 

’’Your wall on Facebook is 
not only your posts, it is posts 
by your friends or by applica¬ 
tions such as games,” Gorelik 
said, referring to spaces on 
Facebook profile pages where 
friends can leave comments. 

Reppler checks the tone of 
messages and lets people 
know if they come across 
sounding perpetually angry 
or unhappy. 

The software also notes 
when timing of posts might re¬ 
veal unflattering behavior, 
such as having popular online 
game ’’Farmville” continu¬ 
ously running during work 
hours or if people are busy 
posting to Facebook on the job. 

Reppler also flags seem¬ 
ingly inappropriate profile 
content such as strong lan¬ 
guage, derogatory remarks or 
references to booze or drugs. 

”If you work in a bar, ref¬ 
erences to alcohol are per¬ 
fectly normal,” Gorelik said. 
”If you work at a conserva¬ 
tive law firm, it might not be 


something you want on your 
wall.” 

Reppler points out poten¬ 
tially troublesome material 
and then takes people to the 
Facebook tools for removing 
the information or adjusting 
privacy settings. 

’’Sometimes, we post a lit¬ 
tle too much,” Gorelik said. 
”If you are connected to your 
mom on Facebook, and your 
mom’s maiden name is a se¬ 
curity question used to reset 
passwords, someone could 
use that to hijack your ac¬ 
count.” 

Reppler software detects 
over-sharing of information 
as well as spam links posted 
to Facebook walls by hackers 
out to lure people to websites 
rigged with malicious soft¬ 
ware. 

The growing reality is that 
comments made online might 
as well be shouted in public 
streets. 

Reputation.com chief ex¬ 
ecutive Michael Fertik rattled 
off data a typical person re¬ 
veals online: 

“Your musical prefer¬ 
ences, who your friends are, 
what you buy, where you 


live, where you travel, where 
you surf on the Internet, what 
your health hazards are, what 
you eat, what exercise, what 
size clothes you wear, what 
the names of all your family 
members are, your political 
affiliations.” 

That’s without the drunken 
photos, sexual boasts, online 
rants or other lapses in judg¬ 
ment at popular Internet ven¬ 
ues such as Facebook, Flickr, 
YouTube or Twitter. 

People’s pasts are linger¬ 
ing to haunt them in the 
Web’s vast archives of data. 

For advertisers, that sea of 
Web data is a goldmine al¬ 
lowing them to target mil¬ 
lions of people with ads 


tailored to their online pro¬ 
files. For bosses and the sim¬ 
ply curious, it's a giant 
keyhole to peep through. 

Hiring managers routinely 
search for information about 
applicants on Google — it's 
dubbed the Google handshake 
— and a Microsoft survey found 
that 70 percent of company 
representatives had turned 
down candidates after finding 
something they didn't like. 

Fertile's company can 
clean up a person's Internet 
history, deleting some un¬ 
wanted posts and burying the 
rest in more positive informa¬ 
tion so that at least an initial 
Google Handshake comes up 
clean.

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Skin cancer triples among young 
British people 


LONDON,England (AFP)- 
The use of sunbeds and lack 
of care on summer holidays 
have seen levels of skin can¬ 
cer soar among young people, 
with more than two Britons 
under 35 being diagnosed 
every day, according to a 
study by Cancer Research 
UK. 

Rates of malignant 
melanoma have tripled among 
those aged 15 to 34 since the 
late 1970s, the analysis shows. 

The number of cases of 
melanoma has risen to 5.9 per 
100,000 people from 1.8 cases 
in the earlier period. 

It is thought sunbeds are 
playing a role in boosting can¬ 


cer rates among young people, 
as well as failing to use suffi¬ 
cient protection against the 
sun's strong rays while on hol¬ 
iday abroad. 

Launching its annual Sun- 
Smart campaign, which pro¬ 
motes the use of suntan lotion 
and covering up in midday 
sun, the charity said more than 
900 young Britons are newly- 
diagnosed with the disease 
each year. 

It also warned that older 
people are at risk, with skin 
cancer rates rising among all 
age groups. 

Sara Hiom, director of 
health information at Cancer 
Research UK, said: "While 


some sunshine is good for us, 
going red and burning can be 
dangerous. 

"The most important thing 
people can do to reduce their 
chances of developing skin 
cancer is to make sure they 
don't get red or bum. 

"And the best way to do 
that is to get to know your 
skin and how long you can 
safely stay in the sun, and also 
avoid sunbeds." "With sum¬ 
mer approaching after such a 
harsh winter, everyone is 
looking forward to enjoying 
some sunshine. But it's more 
important than ever to be 
aware of the dangers of get¬ 
ting sunburnt." 


Cameron says health service 
reform 'essential'

LONDON, England (AFP)- 
Prime Minister David Ca¬ 
meron yesterday warned that 
overhauling the National 
Health Service is "essential" as 
he launched a fightback 
against criticism of the plans. 

Launching a "listening ex¬ 
ercise" in response to anger 
from unions and patient groups 
over the radical plans, 
Cameron said he was willing 
to make changes but added 
wholesale reform was the only 
way forward. 

"The status quo is not an 


option," he told NHS workers 
in Frimley, southeast England, 
during a launch event with 
Deputy Prime Minister Nick 
Clegg and Health Secretary 
Andrew Lansley. 

"Modernisation is not just a 
good idea to save money and 
build a better health service. It 
is in my view essential for a 
better NHS for our future," 
Cameron added. 

But he also reassured the 
health workers: "We will listen 
and we will make any neces¬ 
sary changes." 


Major changes proposed by 
the coalition include taking 
away control for managing 
budgets from local boards and 
handing it to family doctors. 

The reforms would also see 
the private sector have a 
greater role in running health 
services. 

But opposition is growing 
amid fears more competition 
will lead to the closure of some 
NHS units and over the speed 
at which the government wants 
to push the plans through. 

Successive British govern¬ 
ments have struggled against 
fierce opposition to major re¬ 
forms of the NHS despite fre¬ 
quent criticism over poor 
performance. 

The NHS, which was 
launched in 1948 and has 
grown to become the world's 
largest publicly funded health 
service, is committed to pro¬ 
viding treatment free at the 
point of use to anyone resident 
in Britain. 


20 Philippines people 
dead in diarrhoea 
outbreak 

MANILA (AFP) - At least 20 
members of a remote cave¬ 
dwelling Philippine tribe have 
been killed in an outbreak of 
diarrhoea, the health depart¬ 
ment said on. 

Most of the fatalities were 
children aged under five from 
the nomadic Palawanon tribe, 
according to Dr Manuel 
Mapue. 

The full extent of the out¬ 
break, which began on March 
27, is unknown as the tribe, 
based in the mountains of the 
western island of Palawan, is 
extremely isolated. 

"Most of the casualties did 
not seek consultations from 
health officers because they 
are tribesmen living in caves 
in the mountainous part of the 
district which is a five-hour 
walk from the nearest vil¬ 
lage," Mapue told AFP. 

He said there have been 90 
recorded cases of diarrhoea so 
far but there may be even 
more undocumented cases. 

The tribe may have come 
across a contaminated stream 
during their nomadic travels,

Satyam to pay $10 million to settle SEC 
charges 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - Satyam Computer Services has agreed 
to pay $ 10 million to settle US charges that former top managers 
inflated the Indian company's revenue, the US Securities and 
Exchange Commission said. 

The SEC, in a complaint filed in US District Court here, alleged 
that former top officials at Hyderabad-based Satyam overstated 
the software firm's revenue, income and cash balances by more 
than $1 billion over five years. 

They used false invoices and forged bank statements to inflate 
Satyam's cash balances to make the company appear more prof¬ 
itable to investors, the SEC said. 

Satyam shocked India's corporate world in January 2009 when 
its former chairman and founder B. Ramalinga Raju admitted 
he had for years overstated profits and inflated the balance 
sheet. 

The fraud nearly pushed the group into bankruptcy and Raju, 
who had been one of the stars of the software boom that has 
been a driver of India's economic growth, now faces charges in¬ 
cluding conspiracy, cheating and forgery. 


Dish Network buys Blockbuster for 
$320mn 

NEW YORK (AFP) - The once- 
dominant US video chain 
Blockbuster was sold at auction 
to satellite TV chain Dish Net¬ 
work for just $320 million after 
mismanagement and on-line 
competition pushed it into bank¬ 
ruptcy. 

Dish Network said that it ex¬ 
pected to pay only $228 million for the company, which has 
1,700 stores, after "certain adjustments" on cash and inventory 
are made. 

Once a network of more than 7,200 stores in the United States 
and 17 other countries, Blockbuster declared bankruptcy on 
September 23 and went into Chapter 11 reorganization with one 
billion dollars in debt. 

It fell victim to competition from low-priced mail delivery of 
movies by Netflix, kiosk rental outlets such as Redbox, and on¬ 
line on-demand movie and TV services from Netflix and others, 
including Dish Network.

Tanker leaves port with Libyan 
rebel oil consignment 


TOBRUK, Libya (AFP) - A 
tanker left the Libyan port of 
Tobruk yesterday carrying 
the first consignment of oil 
since the rebel government 
won recognition from some 
countries, an AFP journalist 
reported. 

The Greek-owned, Liber¬ 
ian-registered tanker left a 
terminal near Tobruk, 130 
kilometres (80 miles) from 
the Egyptian border. 

It had docked a day earlier 
in order to load the consign¬ 
ment of Libyan crude worth 
up to 100 million dollars for 
export, the first since the in¬ 
ternational coaltion air strikes 
began on March 19 and des¬ 
tined to finance the rebel 
fight against leader Moamer 
Kadhafi's forces. 

Two consignments had al¬ 
ready left the port between 
the end of February and mid- 
March, according to Fethi 
Faraj, a local rebel official. 

But this was the first for 
which the rebels had taken 


full responsiblity, from ex¬ 
traction right up to delivery 
and it was not simply a ques¬ 
tion of filling previous or¬ 
ders. 

"We could accommodate 
around 10 tankers a month. If 
each carried half-a-million 
barrels' worth of oil, that 
would be five million a 
month and at the present 
price per barrel that would be 
more than 500 million dol¬ 
lars," Abdel Salem Naji, 
manager of a pilot company 
in the port of Tobruk, said. 

"This port is very impor¬ 
tant for our new govern¬ 
ment." 

The tanker which left port 
on Wednesday could carry up 
to a million barrels of oil, 
making a full cargo worth 
around 120 million dollars at 
current prices. 

Michelle Bockmann, mar¬ 
kets editor of shipping news 
and data provider Lloyd's 
List, said the last oil shipment 
from Libya was on March 18, 


and that there had been "none 
at all" since then. 

"I think it will send a very 
strong message that interna¬ 
tional oil (exporting) is going 
to resume," added Bock¬ 
mann. 

She said there were sepa¬ 
rate unconfirmed reports of 
other ships that could be 
heading for Libya at some 
stage. "There are several 
tankers that analysts are look¬ 
ing at that could be heading 
for (Libyan) ports. We are not 
sure." 

Libya, a key crude-export¬ 
ing nation that was producing 
some 1.7 million barrels a 
day (bpd) before the uprising 
broke out in mid-February, 
has seen its output slashed 
since. 

According to the Interna¬ 
tional Energy Agency, 
Libya's exports averaged 1.49 
million bpd before the upris¬ 
ing, with 85 percent of that 
going to Europe. 


Obama, Santos to clear way for 
free trade deal 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
President Barack Obama and 
Colombia's President Juan 
Manuel Santos will approve 
an agreement today lifting the 
final obstacles to a bilateral 
free trade agreement, US of¬ 
ficials said. 

Ron Kirk, the US trade 
representative, said the two 
presidents will sign the agree¬ 
ment , laying out steps to pro¬ 
tect labor rights in Colombia 
and clearing the way for rati¬ 
fication of the free trade 
agreement this year. 

"We are now in a position 
to announce an agreement on 
an 'Action Plan Related to 
Labor Rights' that outlines a 
number of steps that Colom¬ 
bia has agreed it will under¬ 
take," Kirk said in a 
conference call with re¬ 
porters. 

Santos was in the United 
States on Wednesday and was 
expected to travel to Wash¬ 
ington today to meet Obama 
and sign the agreement, he 
said. 


It should eliminate the 
final barrier to a free trade 
agreement that was signed 
by the two countries in 
2006 during the administra¬ 
tion of George W. Bush, but 
which has languished in the 
US Congress. 

Democrats have held up 
ratification of the treaty, 
raising concerns about at¬ 
tacks on union leaders in 
Colombia and demanding 
greater protections for labor 
organizers and labor rights. 

Kirk said the action plan 
"significantly expands the 
protection for labor leaders 
and union organizers, it bol¬ 
sters efforts to hold ac¬ 
countable and punish those 
who have perpetrated vio¬ 
lence against union mem¬ 
bers and makes a number of 
important steps to 
strengthen labor laws and 
their enforcement." 

He said it details action 
Colombia must take before 
the agreement is fully rati¬ 
fied. 


Some steps must be taken 
before the administration 
sends the treaty to Congress, 
others before the Congress 
votes, and others over the 
course of the year, he said. 

The White House said the 
free trade agreement will ex¬ 
pand US exports to Colombia 
by more than 1.1 billion dol¬ 
lars, giving key US goods 
and services duty free access 
in sectors ranging from man¬ 
ufacturing to agriculture.

CANNES,France (AFP) - 
British broadcasters are offer¬ 
ing their international counter¬ 
parts an array of royal-related 
products at the MIPTV trade 
show this week ahead of the 
much-anticipated royal wed¬ 
ding. 

Up for sale at the world's 
premier market for buying 
and selling programming are 
documentaries about Prince 
William and fiance Kate Mid¬ 
dleton to historical shows 
about royal weddings over the 
decades. 

A one-off special produc¬ 


tion by Britain's BBC World¬ 
wide, "William and Kate: A 
Royal Engagement", has al¬ 
ready been snapped up by 32 
broadcasters in over 24 mar¬ 
kets from the United States 
and Italy to Thailand and 
Australia.

COLOMBO (AFP) - Veteran 
batsman Mahela Jayawardene 
quit as vice-captain and a 
three-member selection com¬ 
mittee also resigned en masse 
in a major shake-up in Sri 
Lankan cricket following the 
team's World Cup defeat. 


"I think it’s time to move 
on, give the reins to someone 
younger in the team," 
Jayawardene told AFP. 

The resignations came a 
day after Kumar Sangakkara 
stepped down as one-day and 
Twenty20 captain. 


Jayawardene, 33, was vice¬ 
captain for the World Cup, 
where Sri Lanka lost to India 
by six wickets in the final in 
Mumbai last week despite his 
impressive century. 

Sri Lanka Cricket chair¬ 
man D. S. de Silva said the 
governing body had accepted 
Jayawardene's resignation. 

Jayawardene, who has 
scored 9,527 runs in Tests and 
9,423 in one-day internation¬ 
als, quit as Sri Lanka captain 
in February 2009. 

The selectors, led by for¬ 
mer batsman Aravinda de 
Silva, also handed in their res¬ 
ignations to Sports Minister 
Mahindananda Aluthgamage. 
De Silva was the vice-captain 
of the 1996 World Cup-win¬ 
ning Sri Lankan side. 

Sangakkara stood down on 
Tuesday to allow selectors to 
groom new leaders for the 
next cricket World Cup in 
2015. 

Sri Lanka's next interna¬ 
tional assignment is the tour 
of England in May-July for 
three Tests and five one-day- 
ers. 


Football: Japan rethinking 
Copa America pull-out 


TOKYO, Japan (AFP) - 
Japan will rethink its with¬ 
drawal from the Copa Amer¬ 
ica following the March 11 
earthquake and tsunami 
which disrupted the domestic 
football calendar, a senior 
Japanese official said. 

The Argentina Football 
Association, which hosts the 
South American champi¬ 
onship in Argentina from 
July 1, has asked Japan to re¬ 
consider its decision to pull¬ 
out of the event, Japan 
Football Association (JFA) 
vice president Kozo Tashima 
said. 

"The Japanese association 
for its part has not reached a 
final conclusion," he said, ac¬ 
cording to the Jiji Press news 
agency and other media. 

"We will reconsider 
whether we can send a na¬ 
tional team by using our wis¬ 
dom more than ever." 

JFA president Junji Ogura 
told South American Foot¬ 
ball Confederation president 
(CONMEBOL) Nicolas 
Leoz on Monday that the 
Asian champions cannot take 
part in the tournament, where 


they were invited as guests 
along with Mexico. 

The nation's J-League has 
suspended its season for five 
rounds until April 23 to save 
the electricity used during 
night matches, planning in¬ 
stead to play the postponed 
matches in July. 

The month has been orig¬ 
inally set as a summer break 
to free up players for the 
Copa America, prompting 
Japan's withdrawal. 

But Argentina Football 
Association president Julio 
Grondona met with Ogura on 
Tuesday and urged Japan to 
rethink their decision, ac¬ 
cording to Tashima. 

"They wanted to position 
the South American champi¬ 
onship as an event to support 
Japan's reconstruction," he 
said. 

"It won't be easy to reach 
a conclusion. We could either 
withdraw or go," Tashima 
said, adding that his associa¬ 
tion has until April 15 to 
make a final decision. 

CONMEBOL secretary 
general Eduardo Deluca, said 
meanwhile he was "opti¬ 


mistic" that Japan would 
make it to Argentina. 

"We have asked them to 
make a final effort and we 
are going to help them - they 
have many players based 
abroad who surely would be 
amenable to participating," 
suggested Deluca, who also 
met with Ogura. 

The 9.0-magnitude quake 
and tsunami devastated 
Japan's Pacific coast and 
crippled a nuclear power 
plant, also causing wide- 
ranging electricity cuts and 
heavy disruption to football, 
baseball and other sporting 
events. 

Meanwhile, amid reports 
that Costa Rica or even 
world champions Spain 
might step in for the Japan¬ 
ese, a Spanish Football Fed¬ 
eration spokesman told AFP 
that body would meet on 
April 13 to discuss whether 
or not to take up an invitation 
from organisers to partici¬ 
pate. 

"This issue is set to be on 
the agenda at the upcoming 
meeting," the spokesman 
said.

SCHOTEN, Belgium (AFP) - 
Britain's Mark Cavendish 
sprinted clear of the field to 
claim his third career victory 
at the Grand Prix I'Escaut yes¬ 
terday. 

The HTC-Highroad 

sprinter, a 15-time stage win¬ 
ner on the Tour de France, 
steered clear of danger in a 
crash-marred finale to finish 
ahead of Russian Denis Gal- 
imzyanov and Belarussian 
Yauheni Hutarovich. 

Cavendish has endured a 
mediocre start to his season, 
so the Isle of Man rider was 
only too happy to find success 
at the scene of his maiden pro¬ 
fessional victory, in 2007. 

"This race is special for me 


because it's here that I took 
my first professional win," 
said Cavendish, who also 
won here in 2008. 

"It's been a frustrating sea¬ 
son so far. I'm racing a lot 
this season, and I've had 
some bad luck, so it's good I 
can get the wins in, too." 

Cavendish added: "The 
team did a perfect job, chas¬ 
ing down the break and then 
getting me to the front as 
they always do. 

" (Team-mate) Leigh 

Howard worked very hard in 
the last few kilometers, then I 
came past him and went for 
the win." 

Cavendish's only other win 
this season was in the sixth 
stage of the Tour of Oman. 

The GP de I'Escaut is held 
over 200km and is usually 
controlled by the sprinters' 
teams in anticipation of a 
bunch finish. 

Cavendish finished ahead 
of Russian sensation Gal- 
imzyanov, of Team Katusha, 
with plenty of room to spare. 

Moments before then 
American rival Tyler Farrar 
was taken out of the equation 
after clashing with Belgian 
Wouter Weylandt. 

Another Belgian, Tom 
Boonen, had started as one of 
the race favourites but was not 
in contention for the finale 
after crashing twice during the 
race.

Europeans target 
Masters assault 


Blazers lose, clinch playoff 
berth 



World number 1 Martin Kaymer 


AUGUSTA, Georgia (AFP) - 
European domination of 
world golf will be complete 
should the last bastion of the 
former US hegemony fall 
here this week at the 75th 
Masters. 

Already the US Open and 
USPGA are safely in Euro¬ 
pean hands, while the British 
Open has seen a European 
winner in two of the last four 
years. 

The Ryder Cup is back in 
the European fold and the 
world top 10 is dominated by 
European players, notably 
filling the top four slots until 
Phil Mickelson's win at 
Houston last week hoisted 
him back up to third. 

Only the Masters stub¬ 
bornly refuses to fall with the 
last European winner being 
Jose Maria Olazabal in 1999, 
a triumph that brought down 
the curtain on the last era of 
European domination. 

Why that should be re¬ 
mains a mystery to most, es¬ 
pecially given the way that 
Europeans dominated the 
tournament in the 1980s and 
90s when Nick Faldo (3), 
Seve Ballesteros (3), Bern- 
hard Langer (2), Olazabal (2), 
Sandy Lyle and Ian Woosnam 
all pulled on the famous 
green jacket symbolic of 
Masters supremacy.

Players take their 
case to court 


Advantage United as Rooney 
stuns Chelsea 



ST. PAUL (AFP) - The NFL 
and its players were in court 
on Wednesday, the players 
asking a judge to grant an in¬ 
junction that would lift the 
lockout imposed by owners 
after contract talks between 
the parties broke down. 

The players argue that the 
lockout, the first work stop¬ 
page in the United States' 
most popular spectator sport 
since the 1987 strike, is caus¬ 
ing "irreparable harm" to 
their careers. 

US District Court Judge 
Susan Richard Nelson said it 
would take "a couple of 
weeks" to rule on the injunc¬ 
tion request. 

In the meantime, she 
urged both sides to go back to 
the negotiating table and try 
to settle their differences 
there. 

Billionaire team owners 
and multimillionaire players 
have been unable to agree on 
how to divide more than $9 
billion in annual revenue. 

The owners want to take 
more of the revenue off the 
top before sharing the rest 


with players, but players said 
owners didn't offer enough fi¬ 
nancial information to back 
up that demand. 

The injunction request 
heard Wednesday accompa¬ 
nies an antitrust lawsuit that 
players filed against the 
league after talks broke down 
on March 11, when the union 
decertified as a bargaining 
body. 

The three highest-proflle 
players among the named 
plaintiffs in the players' law¬ 
suit — superstar quarterbacks 
Tom Brady, Peyton Manning 
and Drew Brees — did not at¬ 
tend the hearing. 

Among the players who 
were in court were Mike Vra- 
bel, Ben Leber, Vincent Jack- 
son, Brian Robison and Von 
Miller, who were all named 
as plantiffs in the case. 

Although the 2011 season 
isn’t scheduled to begin for 
several months, James 
Quinn, a lawyer for the play¬ 
ers, told the court: "All of 
these players are being af¬ 
fected every day by being 
locked out." 


LONDON (AFP) - Wayne 
Rooney scored the only goal 
as Manchester United put one 
foot in the semi-finals of the 
Champions League Wednes¬ 
day with a 1-0 victory over 
Chelsea. 

Rooney — who has been at 
the centre of a furore over his 
foul-mouthed tirade at a tele¬ 
vision camera last weekend - 
shrugged off the 
controversy to fire United 
ahead on 24 minutes. 

The victory was United's 
first over Chelsea at Stam¬ 
ford Bridge since 2002 and 
left Sir Alex Ferguson's side 
firm favourites to progress 
from the quarter-finals ahead 
of next Tuesday's second leg 
at Old Trafford. 

But the defeat has left 
Chelsea with a daunting task 
if they are to achieve their 
dream of winning the only 
piece of silverware that has 
eluded them since Russian 
billionaire Roman Abra¬ 
movich's 2003 takeover of 
the club.
